The building was erected ready for oc- 
cupancy in thirty-two days. 

Work was begun on the site September 
26th. Since that date the land has been 
cleared of fences, 2,400 small poplar trees, 
1,200 willow bushes and 700 assorted shrubs 
have been planted about the border of 
the grounds. A boundary fence has been 
built eight feet high and twelve thou- 
sand feet long. A nursery has been pre- 
pared and several thousand trees and 
shrubs have been placed therein. Seventy- 
five large trees have been transplanted 
from points in the site to avenues on the 
border of the grounds. Some 10,000 cubic 
yards of top soil haye been scraped, piled, 
mixed and turned over; 4,000 yards of ex- 
cavation have been removed from the 
East lake; two green houses 20x80x10, 
with propagating houses adjoining, have 
been built and a number of cold frames 
have been set out.: 

The grounds have been cross-sectioned; 
buildings, canals and roads have been 
staked out; 13,000 feet of sewer have been

Dr. W. W. Landrum, pastor of the 
First Baptist church of this city, may be 
ealled to fill the pulpit of one of the old- 
est and probably the wealthiest Baptist 
church in this country. 

Overtures have been made tohim this 
week by a committee from ithe First Bap- 
tist church in Boston, with the probable 
view of calling him to the pastorate of 
church. 

Dr. Landrum has not committed him- 
self one way or another in the matter, 
and when the committee from the Boston 
ehurch left Atlanta they had no assur- 
ance from Dr. Landrum that he would 
accept the pastorate if the members of 
he church should offer it to him. 

Here is the story as it comes to The 
Constitution from an tinimpeachable au- 
thority in a position to know all of the 
details of the negotiations as far as they 
have progressed: 

The Rev. Dr. Wood, who has for many 
years been the pastor of the First Bap- 
“ist church in Boston, has recently been 
elected president of the Newton Theologi- 
cal seminary at Newton Centre, Mass., a 
few miles from Boston. 

This is the oldest and most 
Baptist seminary in this country. Its 
presideticy is possibly the highest gift 
that the Baptists of this country can be- 
stow upon one of their ministers, The 
pastorate of ithe First Baptist church in 
Boston ranks next in importance. 

This church was founded in 1665 and 
with the exception of the First Baptist 
church in Providence, R. I., is the oldest 
Baptist church in this country. It num- 
bers among its members many of the 
wealthiest and most, influential men 
in Boston. The church i{s_ located 
on the. famous Commonwealta ave- 
nue and is a_ superb ecclesiastical 
about half a million dollars. 

Since Dr. Wood’s resignation the mem- 
bers of the church have been casting 
about for some one to take his place. 

Dr. Landrum is personally known to 
several members of the church and the 
Officers of the church are not unacquaint- 
éd with his record as a minister.

At the council meeting two weeks ago, 
he introduced an ordinance providing for 
a bond election to be held on March 14th 
for $200,000,,to be applied to water mains 
and trunk sewers. This ordinance was re- 
ferred to the ordinance committee and 
meeting some opposition there, was laid 
over. li may come up at the next meeting 
of the council.
